Dear  Sir: — 

Heretofore  when  our  annual  meeting  was  at  hand 
the  burden  of  making  my  report  as  Treasurer  was  a  mat- 
ter of  form  only  and  but  little  of  that.  It  was  usually  a 
case  of  meeting  with  a  few,  a  very  few,  gentlemen  in- 
terested in  Broadway  and  with  a  pride  in  the  street  and 
saying  to  them  that  there  was  no  money  in  the  treasury 
and  that  we  had  debts  to  meet.  My  office  was  a  thank- 
less one. 

It  is  with  quite  different  sentiments  that  I  tender 
you  my  report  as  treasurer  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30, 
1917.  We  show  a  comfortable  balance  on  the  proper  side 
of  the  ledger  and  there  are  no  unpaid  bills  upon  file. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  we  had  a  balance  of 
$4.42  but  within  a  few  weeks  our  balance  began  to  be 
respectable  and  at  no  time  since  have  we  been  embar- 
rassed by  lack  of  funds.  All  bills  are  paid  promptly  and 
the  credit  of  the  Association  is  high. 

It  has  been  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  be  in  close 
touch  with  the  work  of  the  organization  during  the  past 
year,  and  to  observe  the  success  which  has  attended  it. 
It  is  vitally  important  to  the  business  interests  of  Broad- 
way that  we  should  have  a  strong  civic  organization  and 
the  Broadway  Association  is  at  last  beginning  to  prop- 
erly guard  those  interests. 

I  also  think  it  fitting  at  this  time  to  thank  our  able 
Executive  Secretary,  Mr.  Estes,  for  the  valuable  assist- 
ance he  has  given  me  and  to  congratulate  the  Association 
on  having  acquired  his  services,  which  to  my  mind,  have 
been  greatly  instrumental  in  putting  the  Association  on 
a  much  firmer  basis.

Report  of  Executive  Secretary 

October  10,  1917. 
Col.  Jefferson  de  Mont  Thompson, 

President,  Broadway  Association. 
Dear  Sir: — 

In  submitting  my  report  as  Executive  Secretary  for 
the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1917,  I  desire  at  the  outset  to 
place  emphasis  upon  the  fact  that  a  large  portion  of  my 
time  has  been  spent  in  adjusting  personal  complaints  re- 
ceived from  members.  These  matters  necessarily  are 
not  of  general  interest.  The  subway  construction,  the 
laying  of  the  new  pavement,  and  the  torn-up  condition 
of  Broadway  throughout  the  year,  with  attendant  diffi- 
culties in  the  loading  and  unloading  of  merchandise  as 
well  as  the  many  other  legitimate  sources  of  complaint 
have  caused  a  vastly  increased  number  of  grievances  to 
be  adjusted.  Since  October  23rd  when  I  assumed  charge 
of  the  office,  297  members  have  requested  assistance.  In 
some  cases  conferences  with  several  different  officials, 
and  departments  were  necessary  before  redress  could  be 
secured.  It  has  been  my  custom  to  investigate  each  case 
and  to  learn  whether  the  complaint  was  justified  before 
proceeding.  As  a  result  of  this  rule,  I  believe  that  city 
officials  and  the  engineers  of  the  various  subway  con- 
tractors have  learned  that  when  a  complaint  is  received 
from  the  Broadway  Association  it  has  a  basis  of  justice 
and  fact,  and  they  have  all  been  the  more  ready  to  co- 
operate in  relieving  the  situation  in  consequence. 

I  desire  at  this  time  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  uniform  courtesy  which  has  been  accorded  me  by  all 
the  city  officials  and  the  contractors  with  whom  I  have 
come  in  contact,  and  for  their  cordial  good  will  and  as- 
sistance in  adjusting  the  grievance  of  our  members. 

No  attempt  will  be  made  in  this  report  to  discuss  all 
the  subjects  which  have  had  the  attention  of  the  Asso- 
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ciation  during  the  year.  Only  the  more  important  and 
interesting  will  be  considered. 

Certain  war  activities,  consultations  with  property 
owners  regarding  sidewalks,  the  efforts  to  recruit  mem- 
bers since  the  end  of  our  membership  campaign,  the  mail 
tube  controversy,  the  campaign  to  preserve  the  Croton 
Water  Shed,  the  bill  taxing  signs,  teachers'  pension  bill, 
negotiations  with  New  York  Railway  Company  are  va- 
rious subjects  which  have  received  consideration  and  ac- 
tion, but  this  report  would  be  too  lengthy  if  I  discussed 
them  all. 

October  23,  1916,  the  Association  had  less  than  200 
members,  most  of  whom  had  paid  their  dues  in  advance 
and  there  were  $4.22  in  the  treasury.  A  plan  of  a  re- 
organization was  placed  before  the  Board  of  Directors 
which  was  accepted,  the  details  arranged,  and  in  a  few 
days  work  upon  an  intensive  membership  campaign  was 
under  way.  This  plan  called  for  the  formation  of  a  com- 
mittee of  not  less  than  150  members  who  were  to  devote 
two  hours  a  day  for  four  successive  days,  in  making  an 
organized  effort  to  obtain  new  members  for  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

To  obtain  this  committee,  a  number  of  special  lun- 
cheons took  place  and  several  gentlemen  acted  as  hosts, 
and  the  Association  is  under  obligation  to  you,  Mr. 
President,  Mr.  John  David,  Mr.  C.  A.  B.  Pratt,  Mr.  Ar- 
thur Williams,  and  Mr.  Marc  Klaw,  who  served  in  that 
capacity  and  helped  to  build  up  the  splendid  organiza- 
tion which  a  little  later  did  such  efficient  work.  Mayor 
Mitchel,  Borough  President  Marks,  Chief  Magistrate 
McAdoo,  Mr.  Herman  A.  Metz,  Mr.  George  Hallett 
Clark,  Mr.  Robert  Grier  Cook,  Mr.  Henry  R.  Towne,  and 
Mr.  Michael  Dreicer  were  among  the  speakers  at  these 
meetings. 

The  committee  had  150  volunteer  members  who  pro- 
cured  nearly   500   new   members   in    four   days   and   in- 
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creased  the  income  of  the  Association  from  less  than 
$2,000.00  per  year  to  nearly  $12,000.00.  This  campaign 
showed  the  power  of  co-operation  and  what  was  accom- 
plished in  those  four  days  can  be  repeated.  In  fact,  an- 
other contest  along  the  same  lines  will  be  more  success- 
ful because  we  now  have  a  better  knowledge  of  the  situa- 
tion. We  have  had  a  highly  successful  year  in  civic  ac- 
complishment to  point  to  and  certain  mistakes  made  in 
the  campaign  will  be  avoided. 

I  regret  that  space  will  not  permit  me  to  list  the 
names  of  that  campaign  committee.  The  Association 
owes  them  a  heavy  debt  of  gratitude. 

Broadway  has  a  new,  smooth  and  noiseless  pave- 
ment from  Vesey  to  14th  Streets,  thanks  to  the  Broad- 
way Association.  It  will  have  the  same  kind  of  pave- 
ment north  of  14th  Street  as  soon  as  the  condition  of 
the  subway  back  fill  will  permit.  A  number  of  blocks 
south  of  39th  Street  have  been  completed  and  the  bal- 
ance will  be  laid  very  shortly. 

A  decision  had  been  made  by  the  Borough  authori- 
ties to  lay  a  granite  block  pavement  below  14th  Street 
and  strong  interests  were  not  only  demanding  that  type 
of  pavement,  but  north  of  that  point  as  well.  I  heard 
one  gentleman  state  to  the  Borough  President  that  a 
stone  pavement  should  be  laid  up  to  59th  Street. 

The  Broadway  Association  had  duly  considered  the 
matter  and  determined  that  New  York  was  entitled  to 
one  smooth  pavement  street  running  down  to  the  Bat- 
tery and  that  Broadway  ought  to  be  that  street.  A  gran- 
ite block  pavement  meant  intolerable  noise,  an  increase 
of  dust,  a  decrease  in  the  headway  of  surface  cars  owing 
to  the  congestion  caused  by  heavy  trucks,  and  these  con- 
ditions would  decrease  real  estate  values. 

The  contest  over  the  proper  type  of  pavement  was  a 
warm  one,  but  it  was  finally  settled  in  our  favor.  In  this 
connection  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  quote  excerpts  from

PROGRAM 
OF  WORK 
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I  desire  to  thank,  at  this  time,  the  Street  Cleaning 
Commissioner,  Honorable  John  T.  Fetherston,  for  the 
cordial  co-operation  which  I  have  received  from  him  and 
his  department.  At  all  times  the  most  prompt  attention 
has  been  paid  to  my  complaints.  I  may  add  that  griev- 
ances from  members  against  the  Street  Cleaning  Depart- 
ment have  been  extremely  rare. 

Feeling  that  the  men  of  the  department  should  be 
recognized  when  they  do  unusually  faithful  work,  the 
Board  of  Directors  has  authorized  the  presentation  of 
nine  prizes  to  be  awarded  each  year.  Broadway  has  been 
divided  into  three  districts.  District  No.  1  extends  from 
Bowling  Green  to  14th  Street;  No.  2,  from  14th  Street 
to  72nd  Street;  No.  3,  from  72nd  Street  to  the  city  line. 
Prizes  will  be  awarded  to  the  three  men  in  each  district 
who  make  the  best  showing.  Regulations  governing  the 
contest  have  been  worked  out  by  the  Department  and 
approved  by  the  Association. 

Sewers  and  catch  basins  have  had  our  considera- 
tions. Your  Board  of  Directors  approved  of  the  plan  of 
having  catch  basins  set  back  from  the  street  corners  so 
that  cross  walks  will  be  dry.  The  setting  back  of  the 
curb  stones  in  widening  Broadway  and  the  building  of 
the  subway  caused  the  destruction  of  many  of  the  old 
style  basins  and  afforded  a  favorable  opportunity  to  have 
this  improvement  made.  In  order  to  secure  this  result, 
the  consent  of  adjoining  property  owners  was  necessary 
and  the  Broadway  Association  obtained  these  consents 
and  the  new  basins  have  been  installed  at  nearly  every 
corner  below  14th  Street.  At  the  same  time  we  re- 
quested the  proper  departments  to  have  all  corners  made 
round  to  help  prevent  congestion  of  traffic. 

"To  demand  the  utmost  expedition  in  the  comple- 
tion of  the  subways  and  to  co-operate  with  the  Public 
Service  Commission  and  the  subway  contractors  to  that 
end."

I               Every  effort  has  been  made  to  facilitate  the  carrying  | 

I  out  of  this  plank.     In  some  instances  contractors  have  |

"To  prepare  the  plan  and  insist  upon  the  installa- 
tion of  a  modern  ornamental  lighting  system,  and  one 
which  will  be  commensurate  with  the  importance  of  the 
street." 

A  committee  has  been  appointed  to  accomplish  this 
result.  Unquestionably,  Broadway,  the  greatest  street 
in  the  greatest  city  in  the  world,  has  a  street  lighting 
system  which  would  be  considered  a  disgrace  in  any  pro- 
gressive American  town  of  10,000  inhabitants.  I  could 
name  a  number  of  places  of  that  size  where  they  have 
better  lights  than  Broadway.  Your  committee  knows 
what  Broadway  should  have  but  we  are  compelled  to  de- 
mand the  best  that  the  city  can  afford  to  install  in  view 
of  its  financial  condition.  I  believe  that  we  will  be  able 
to  produce  a  fairly  satisfactory  and  ornamental  plan  and 
still  make  use  of  the  lamp  posts  now  in  use. 

"To  aid  in  beautifying  Broadway  in  all  possible 
ways;  to  have  surveys  made  of  principal  streets  in  the 
large  cities  of  the  world,  in  order  that  anything  new 
and  valuabe  which  may  be  desirable  may  be  introduced." 

The  delay  in  completing  the  subway  and  war  condi- 
tions have  prevented  anything  from  being  undertaken 
in  carrying  out  this  plank.  This  does  not  mean  that  no 
consideration  has  been  given  to  it.  We  have  on  file  ideas 
well  worked  out  for  the  improvement  of  the  various 
small  parks  along  Broadway,  especially  with  the  view  of 
making  them  more  sightly  in  the  winter  season.  I  have 
conferred  with  several  gentlemen  familiar  with  the  early 
history  of  Broadway  with  the  intention  of  having  appro- 
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I  priate  bronzes  installed  in  commemoration  of  several  his-  |

To  enumerate  all  the  items  coming  under  this  plank 
is  impossible.  Your  Association  has  not  only  had  many 
matters  to  take  action  on  in  the  city,  but  it  has  taken  part 
in  many  hearings  at  Albany  during  the  session  of  the 
Legislature.  Several  bills  which  were  harmful  were  de- 
feated and  we  aided  in  securing  amendments  to  bills 
which  passed,  making  them  less  onerous  upon  New  York 
real  estate. 

"To  guard  the  general  interests  of  New  York,  par- 
ticularly watching   freight  and  traffic  conditions." 

The  Association  joined  with  other  civic  organiza- 
tions in  defeating  the  attempt  of  New  Jersey  in  demand- 
ing lower  freight  rates  to  the  New  Jersey  side  of  New 
York  Harbor  than  was  permissible  to  the  New  York 
City  side. 

We  petitioned  Congress  for  more  liberal  appropria- 
tions for  our  water  ways.  We  have  urged  the  speedy  en- 
largement of  our  freight  terminal  facilities. 

"To  work  with  the  U.  S.  Chamber  of  Commerce  in 
all  matters  affecting  the  country  at  large,  and  to  endeavor 
to  remove  from  the  realm  of  politics  economic  questions 
affecting  business,  and  to  resist  the  enactment  of  hasty 
and  ill-considered  legislation." 

The  Association  applied  for  membership  in  the  U.

We  are  under  obligations  to  the  press  of  New  York 
for  giving  the  work  of  the  Association  so  much  promi- 
nence during  the  year.

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3.  The  plans  for  the  necessary  track  changes  in 
42nd  Street  to  permit  shuttle  train  service  and  the 
Queensboro  tube  trains  would  have  wrecked  a  portion  of 
the  Knickerbocker  Hotel  basement  and  taken  away  ex- 
tremely valuable  space  therein. 

4.  There  was  also  the  possibility  of  legal  proceed- 
ings being  begun  by  certain  other  property  owners 
whose  interests  were  injuriously  affected  by  these  pro- 
posed changes  and  who  had  certain  rights  granted  them 
by  the  city  when  the  old  subway  was  built,  which  might 
have  tied  up  indefinitely  the  completion  of  the  work — 
something  to  be  avoided  by  all  means. 

All  of  these  matters  were  considered  by  our  com- 
mittee. Several  engineers  worked  upon  the  plans,  with 
the  result  that  a  number  of  changes  were  suggested.  We 
were  able  to  show  that  the  Knickerbocker  Hotel  need  not 
be  interfered  with;  that  both  shuttle  and  Queensboro 
tube  trains  could  be  unloaded  upon  straight  tracks ;  that 
passengers  could  pass  between  the  Seventh  Avenue  line 
and  42nd  Street  trains  without  using  transfers ;  and  that 
traffic  could  also  reach  the  Broadway  line  from  the  Long- 
acre  and  Fitzgerald  Buildings  without  using  so  many 
stairs  and  paying  the  extra  fare.  Some  of  these  sugges- 
tions have  been  adopted.    Others  are  being  considered. 

The  delay  in  completing  the  Broadway  subway  with 
the  attendant  torn  up  condition  of  the  thoroughfare  has 
caused  much  loss  to  our  merchants  and  general  dissatis- 
faction. I  am  happy  to  report  to  you  that  the  end  of 
this  situation  is  now  in  sight. 

Trains  began  running  from  Brooklyn  across  Canal 
Street  and  up  Broadway  to  14th  Street  September  4th, 
and  it  is  confidently  expected  they  will  run  to  41st  Street 
by  January  1,  1918.  The  surface  of  Broadway  to  that 
point  will  be  fully  restored  by  December  1st  though  the 
smooth  pavement  for  several  blocks  south  of  42nd  Street 
cannot  be  laid  until  in  the  spring  of  1918.  Through  service 
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I  via  the  Broadway  line  to  Queens  Borough  will  not  be  | 

i  ready  for  another  year.    The  tunnels  under  the  East  River  | 

I  at  60th  Street  will  not  be  finished  until  then  and  the  most  |

I  Tie  ups  on  the  railroad  lines  and  strikes  at  points  some-  | 

I  times  remote  from  New  York  were  of  such  frequent  oc-  | 

I  currence   that   if  such   stocks   of  supplies   had   not   been  | 

I  kept  close  to  the  job.  frequent  stoppages  of  work  would  | 

I  have  resulted  and  workmen  would  have  quit  and  become  | 

I  scattered.     I  have  been  frequently  consulted  by  the  var-  | 

I  ious   engineers  who  were   concerned   over   the  situation  |

I  The  contracts  were  made  several  years  ago  when  labor  | 

I  and  material  conditions  were  very  different.     Since  then  | 

I  unparalleled  events  have  compleetly  altered  conditions.  | 

I  The  declaration  of  war  by  our  Government  and  its  entry  | 

I  into  the  market  for  vast  supplies  of  all  kinds  and  its  de-  | 
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mand  for  labor  and  the  rate  of  pay  it  has  been  willing 
to  grant  without  regard  to  commercial  conditions  have 
made  these  losses  on  the  part  of  contractors  unavoid- 
able. They  have  been  absolutely  helpless  to  avert  the 
disaster.  The  City  of  New  York  is  having  its  subways 
largely  built  for  it  by  contractors  who  not  only  will 
make  no  profit,  but  will  be  obliged  to  contribute  their 
own  funds  to  the  extent  of  many  millions  of  dollars. 

Great  delays  have  been  caused  for  which  contractors 
were  not  to  blame.  Many  of  these  delays  were  on  ac- 
count of  definite  plans  not  being  adopted  in  time.  As 
an  instance  of  this,  the  plans  for  the  construction  of  the 
Broadway  line  at  the  intersection  with  Sixth  Avenue 
were  changed  several  times  and  final  plans  were  not 
delivered  for  a  year  after  they  were  due.  This  held  up 
the  most  important  and  difficult  part  of  the  section. 

On  one  section  of  Broadway  not  completed,  the 
steel  necessary  is  not  yet  fabricated.  This  is  due  to 
changes  of  plans,  though  the  contract  itself  was  sup- 
posed to  be  completed  last  May. 

Probably  no  one  can  be  charged  with  responsibility 
for  these  delays.  They  were  caused  by  new  conditions 
arising  and  new  plans  being  found  preferable.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  more  changes  should  have  been  made. 

The  final  outcome  of  this  question  has  been  most  un- 
satisfactory, as  this  much  needed  improvement  will  not 
be  secured  at  this  time.  I  feel  under  the  necessity  of 
reporting  to  you  the  entire  facts  so  that  they  may  be  of 
record. 

A  committee  of  the  Association  was  appointed  early 
in  the  year  to  investigate  if  the  facilities  of  this  station 
were  adequate.  The  following  situation  was  discovered : 
The  station  platforms  are  at  an  average  depth  of  about 
40  feet  below  the  street  surface.  It  is  to  be  an  express 
stop.  The  platforms  are  530  feet  long.  A  small  mezza- 
nine floor  is  at  40th  Street  and  another  one  is  at  42nd

I  ten  in  the  contract.     The  contractor  thereupon,  on  May  | 

I  28th.  withdrew  his  proposal  and  proceeded  to  finish  the  | 

I  station  upon  the  plans  originally  laid  down.  | 

I               The  controlling  reasons  on  the  part  of  the  contractor  | 

I  for  thus  withdrawing  from  further  negotiations  were  that  | 

I  he  had  already  held  up  his  work  on  the  station  without  | 

I  any  authority  from  the  Commission  for  so  doing  and  had  | 

I  lost  valuable  time  and  the  attitude  of  the  Commissioner  | 
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I  to  his  personal  representative  was  of  such  a  character  | 

I  that  he  felt  it  would  be  useless  to  negotiate  further.  | 

I               I  personally  called  upon  the  Commissioner  at  once  | 

I  with  all  the  documents  in  the  case,  but  he  would  not  con-  | 

I  sider  them.    He  told  me  that  if  I  chose  to  raise  the  differ-  | 

I  ence  in  amount  and  pay  it  to  the  contractor  I  could  do  so.  | 

I               This  difference  amounted  to  $1,400.00  and  for  that  | 

I  paltry  sum  the  citizens  of  New  York  have  been  deprived  | 

I  of  an  improvement  to  one  of  their  most  important  sta-  | 

I  tions,  an  improvement  which  I  believe  will  have  to  be  | 

I  put  in  later  on  and  instead  of  costing  about  $70,000.00,  it  | 

I  will  then  cost  nearer  a  half  million  dollars.    Further  com-  | 

I  ment  upon  this  whole  transaction  will  be,  I  think,  su-  | 

I  perfluous.  | 

I               The  time  will  come  when  the  people  of  New  York  | 

I  will  want  to  know  why  the  facilities  of  this  station  are  so  | 

I  poor ;  they  will  inquire  why  it  is  necessary  to  change  cars  | 

I  twice  in  order  to  travel  between  the  upper  west  side  and  | 

I  the  Fourth  Avenue  section ;  why  trains  don't  run  between  "| 

I  Long  Island  City  and  the  upper  west  side;  why  through  | 

I  trains  don't  run  down  Lexington  Avenue,  across  42nd  | 

I  Street  and  down  Seventh  Avenue ;  why  they  can't  get  | 

I  from  the  whole  west  side  to  the  Grand  Central  Terminal  | 

I  without  change  of  cars ;  why  the  Broadway  line  was  put  | 

I  40  feet  under  ground  at  42nd  Street  when  it  could  have  | 

I  been  on  the  same  level  with  the  other  subways ;  and  why  | 

I  better  facilities  were  not  afforded  for  access  to  the  Broad-  | 

I  way  line  just  north  of  42nd  Street.  | 

I              When  that  time  comes,  it  will  be  shown  that  all  these  | 

I  improvements  have  been  requested  by  the  Broadway  As-  | 

I  sociation  and  that  they  were  practical  suggestions.  | 

I              There  is  so  much  that  is  splendid  and  remarkable  in  | 

I  New  York's  subways — in  the  designing,  the  engineering,  | 

I  the  equipment  and  the  marvelous  safety  with  which  they  | 

I  have  been  managed — that  it  is  a  profound  pity  that  these  | 
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great  blemishes  on  an  otherwise  perfect  system  should 
exist. 

I  desire  to  thank  Mr.  D.  L.  Turner,  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  for  courtesies  ex- 
tended and  for  the  consideration  he  has  given  to  the 
many  matters  which  we  have  brought  to  his  attention. 
I  feel  that  he  has  been  very  desirous  of  meeting  the 
wishes  of  the  Association  in  every  way  possible.  The 
failure  to  build  the  40th-42nd  Street  Concourse  cannot 
be  attributed  to  him.

This  report  would  be  incomplete  if  I  failed  to  ac- 
knowledge my  indebtedness  to  the  many  members  who 
have  given  up  their  time  so  generously  in  serving  on  com- 
mittees and  in  assisting  otherwise. 

I  have  frequently  required  the  services  of  our  Engi- 
neer.

Broadway  is  not  only  interested  in  its  own  paving, 
but  it  is  also  desirous  of  having  all  the  streets  of  Manhat- 
tan kept  in  the  best  possible  repair,  particularly  those 
which  parallel  and  are  adjacent  to  Broadway. 

These    streets    should   be   made    inviting   for   heavy 
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trucking.  Broadway  is  narrow,  it  is  being  used  more  ex- 
tensively for  pleasure  vehicles  and  by  business  men  going 
to  their  places  of  business  and  if  adjoining  streets  can  be 
used  by  heavy  trucks  with  equal  facility,  they  can  move 
faster  and  it  is  a  distinct  gain  for  all. 

Owing  to  several  causes,  Manhattan's  streets  are  not 
being  kept  up  as  they  should  be.  This  is  due,  I  believe, 
to  the  fact  that  no  scientific  and  comprehensive  system 
has  been  adopted  for  street  repairs.  This  question  is  be- 
ing considered  by  the  Association  and  conferences  have 
been  held  with  the  Borough  President  and  his  engineers 
for  the  purpose  of  arriving  at  a  proper  plan.  The  comp- 
troller has  given  us  the  figures  showing  the  annual  ap- 
propriations for  a  number  of  years,  the  estimated  value  of 
all  our  pavements  and  the  amounts  that  he  considers 
should  be  spent  in  order  to  provide  proper  repairs  and 
restorations.  The  situation  is  a  very  interesting  one  and 
the  result  of  our  investigations  should  be  of  great  value 
to  the  city  when  finally  worked  out. 

The  question  of  approving  of  the  application  of  the 
Fifth  Avenue  Coach  Company  for  a  number  of  additional 
franchises  was  considered  by  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
as  a  result  of  our  deliberations,  it  was  decided  to  appear 
before  the  proper  authorities  and  urge  the  granting  of  the 
franchises.  It  was  believed  that  the  past  history  of  this 
company,  its  sound  credit,  its  splendid  equipment  and  its 
policy  of  "Every  passenger  a  seat",  as  well  as  its  fair  offer 
in  the  matter  of  taxes,  merited  favorable  action. 

Persistent  effort  has  secured  129  new  mail  boxes  on 
Broadway  between  Bowling  Green  and  179th  Street. 
The  location  of  these  boxes  is  not  altogether  satisfactory, 
but  they  are  not  permanently  placed  and  cannot  be  until 
the  new  fire  alarm  signal  posts  are  erected. 

In  this  connection  I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  cables 
for  the  signal  system  have  been  laid  from  the  Battery  to 
'Dyckman  Street  with  the  exception  of  the  block  between 
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43rd  and  44th  Streets.  The  difficulty  of  obtaining  addi- 
tional equipment  needed  is  now  delaying  the  completion 
of  the  work. 

The  Broadway  Association  is  a  member  of  the  Fed- 
erated Civic  Associations,  which  is  an  organization  of 
organizations,  the  idea  being  that  some  central  body  is 
needed  which  all  civic  associations  should  join  in  order 
to  be  able  to  obtain  united  action  upon  matters  of  general 
interest. 

Mr.  Robert  Grier  Cooke,  President  of  the  Fifth  Ave- 
nue Association,  is  the  President,  and  I  have  the  honor 
to  be  Secretary  of  that  body. 

I  have  proposed  that  all  citizens  of  New  York  be  in- 
vited to  suggest  the  city's  "Five  greatest  civic  needs."  It 
is  planned  to  have  the  papers  examined  and  passed  upon 
by  a  committee  of  prominent  city  planners,  and  civic 
workers  and  proper  recognition  will  be  given  the  winner 
or  winners. 

Will  not  the  members  of  the  Broadway  Association 
enter  this  contest? 

By  courtesy  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  I  was  per- 
mitted to  attend  during  July  the  American  City  Bureau 
Summer  School  for  Commercial  Organization  Secre- 
taries. It  was  the  second  year  I  have  been  a  student  at 
this  institution.  The  session  lasted  two  weeks  and  was 
attended  by  120  secretaries  and  others  engaged  in  social 
welfare  work  from  all  over  the  United  States.  More 
than  thirty  lecturers  were  our  instructors.

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The  active  membership  on  September  30th  was  602. 
We  lost  during  the  year,  39  members  by  death,  resig- 
nation or  dropping ;  36  of  our  members  carry  two  or 
more  memberships,  the  largest  being  20. 

The  local  option  bill  pending  in  the  Legislature 
was  discussed  by  our  Board  of  Directors,  and  some  of 
our  members  requested  the  Board  to  oppose  it.  This 
was  a  matter,  however,  upon  which  the  Board,  which 
desires  to  truly  represent  the  wishes  of  the  Association, 
did  not  know  what  the  sentiment  of  the  membership 
might  be.  A  referendum  was  ordered  sent  to  each  mem- 
ber. The  reasons  for  and  against  the  bill  were  given 
in  brief  form.  The  favorable  reasons  were  submitted  to 
one  of  our  members,  a  clergyman,  with  the  request  that 
he  pass  upon  them,  adding  to  or  correcting  them  as  he 
saw  fit.  Likewise  the  reasons  against  the  bill  were 
submitted  to  a  strenuous  opponent  of  it.  It  is  proof  of 
the  fairness  of  the  argument  on  both  sides,  as  placed  on 
the  referendum  by  the  committee  which  composed  it.  that 
neither  gentleman  had  any  suggestions  to  make. 

Every  member  was  urged  to  vote  so  that  the  Board 
might  be  instructed  accordingly.  A  return  addressed 
envelope  was  enclosed  with  the  ballot.  They  were 
promptly  returned,  and  the  vote  stands  at  a  ratio  of 
almost  three  to  one  against  the  bill.  A  great  many  in- 
teresting letters  have  been  received  upon  the  subject. 
Many  who  voted  against  the  bill  favor  temperance  but 
are  against  local  option,  as  being  destructive  to  property 
values  along  Broadway. 

The  Board  of  Directors  has  held  nine  regular  and 
thirteen  special  meetings  during  the  year.  The  attend- 
ance has  been  uniformly  good  and  I  desire  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the  co- 
operation received  by  me  from  all  the  Executive  Officers 
and  the  Directors.  When  a  secretary  finds  his  Directors 
are  taking  an  interest  in  their  duties,  it  acts  as  a  con- 
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tinual  spur  to  his  activities  and  he  is  always  on  the 
alert  for  new  movements  of  value  to  present  for  their 
consideration. 

While  the  Board  of  Directors  desired  to  have  sev- 
eral social  functions  during  the  year,  it  was  found  pos- 
sible to  hold  only  one. 

Upon  June  1st,  a  Patriotic  Luncheon  occurred  at 
the  Hotel  Astor.  It  was  one  of  the  most  successful 
affairs  in  the  history  of  the  organization. 

The  Grand  Ball  Room  was  well  filled  and  the 
speakers  were  Hon.  James  W.  Gerard,  formerly  Am- 
bassador to  Berlin;  Major  Charles  W.  Gordon,  of  the 
43rd  Highlander  Regiment  of  Canada,  and  Hon.  George 
McAneny. 

Judge  Gerard's  address  was  of  extreme  importance, 
as  it  gave  an  adequate  idea  of  conditions  in  Berlin  and 
of  the  efforts  necessary  if  we  were  to  win  the  war.  It 
was  sent  by  Associated  Press  to  every  newspaper  in 
the  country. 

Major  Gordon  is  perhaps,  more  widely  known  under 
his  nom-de-plume  of  Ralph  Connor,  and  his  books  are 
read  wherever  the  English  language  is  spoken.  His 
speech  thrilled  and  enthused  the  audience.  One  moment 
his  hearers  were  moved  to  tears,  while  the  next  they 
leaped  to  their  feet  and  cheered  him  and  the  Allies. 

Mr.  McAneny  was  listened  to  with  close  attention 
and  was  entertaining  and  instructive  as  he  always  is. 

We  were  highly  honored  in  having  three  such  emi- 
nent gentlemen  as  our  Guests  of  Honor. 

The  Association  obtained  the  passage  of  an  ordi- 
nance prohibiting  push  carts  upon  28th  and  29th  Streets. 
They  interfered  with  the  movement  of  surface  cars  and 
obstructed   traffic. 

By  appointment  of  Borough  President  Marks,  we 
took  charge  of  patriotic  meetings  held  upon  July  4th 
at  Columbus  Circle  and  in  Union  Square.     Several  thou- 
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sand  hangers  were  printed  and  distributed  at  the  expense 
of  the  Association  in  advertising  these  meetings.  They 
were  attended  by  large  concourses  of  people. 


Needs  of  the  Association 
The  Association  Needs  20(1(1  Members 

The  question  of  securing  additional  members  is 
being  considered  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Broad- 
way Association  needs  to  be  well  equipped  in  order  to 
meet  the  ever  growing  demands  made  upon  it.  Our 
membership  should  be  several  times  larger.  We  would 
secure  thereby  not  only  a  much  greater  influence,  but 
our  treasury  would  always  be  able  to  provide  the  means 
for  obtaining  the  desired  results.  It  should  not  be  diffi- 
cult to  secure  this  increased  membership.  A  few  hours 
work  on  the  part  of  our  volunteers  last  December 
raised  the  income  of  the  organization  about  six-fold. 
With  our  greater  knowledge  of  the  field,  and  aided  by 
the  proper  compilation  of  the  names  of  nearly  5000 
eligible  prospective  members,  which  has  been  carried 
on  during  the  year,  a  like  effort  will  bring  even  better 
results.  Within  a  few  days  of  the  writing  of  this  re- 
port, comprehensive  plans  for  an  intensive  campaign  will 
be  laid  before  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Association  Needs  An  Industrial
